MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 



A telegram has been received froa a Mr. H. Dinkins 
who refers to himself as a member of the Sta te~ GranST T^y^T^TayS't te , 
Louisiana, and who requests that the Bureau recommend an investigator 
to conduct an investigation of dishonesty in public office. The 
Bureau requested the Row Orleans Division by a telegram yesterday 
to contact Dinkins discreetly avoiding publicity and to advise the 
Bureau more fully concerning Dinkins 1 identity or the advisability 
of the Bureau 1 s making any recommendation concerning an investigator.* 

The attached memorandum by Mr* Se&rs indicates that SAC 
Kitchin telephoned Mr. Sears and suggested that Dirrcin3 not be 
contacted because of the distance between New Orleans and Scottp 
Louisiana and because no federal violation is apparently involved. 
Kr* Kitchin furnished no information concerning Vr 9 Dinkins except 
that he called at the Re* Orleans Division. TTe seera to have no 
more information now than before the Bureau telef^phed yesterday, 
and accordingly the attached wire has been prepared to the Sew Orleans 
Division instructing that it coaply *ith the Bureau 1 s telegrophic 
request of yesterday.

violation in connection with the State graft and fraud at Lafayett* 
'County and Lake Charles, Louisiana, that no Federal investigation 
cculd be conducted* He then inquired if the Bureau had a private 
investigator, or could recoiaaend a private investigator, to con- 
duct an appropriate investigation concerning this State graft.
